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ANNUAL REPORT 

of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the Year ended 30th September, 1961. 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS : 

Gentlemen : 

Despite the obstacles which were encountered our Company has com¬ 
pleted another exceedingly successful year. Gross returns reached a new 
high although attendance at the Exhibition and Stampede was slightly 
down. 

Stampede Week attendance of 514,857 compared with 527,933 in 1960 
and 591,715 in our record year of 1959. However, considering the fact 
that the Calgary Transit System was on strike for all but the first day 
of the Exhibition and Stampede, the attendance was, in the opinion of 
your board, most gratifying. 

The Exhibition and Stampede was officially opened on the evening of 
Monday, July 10th, by the Honourable George Hees, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce in the Canadian Government. On Saturday evening the Stam¬ 
pede trophies were presented by Mr. Justice Marshall M. Porter, our own 
Chairman of Finance, who had recently brought honour to our city by his 
election to the office of Imperial Potentate of the Shriners of America. Mr. 
Justice Porter was assisted in the presentation ceremonies by Charles M. 
Beil, the famous Banff artist who designs and produces the Stampede 
trophies. 

We were greatly honoured to have as Parade Grand Marshal the 
charming Senora Eva S. de Lopez Mateos, wife of the President of Mexico. 
Senora Lopez Mateos was accompanied on her visit to the Stampede by her 
daughter and by His Excellency Rafael de la Colina, Mexican Ambassador 
to Canada. 

The non-western sections of the Stampede Parade were again restricted, 
with the result that the Parade, while shorter than usual, was colourful 
and well run and was well received by the usual huge crowd. 

The ever popular down town attractions, Tuesday through Friday, 
again drew large and enthusiastic audiences. 

The Stampede events drew a total of almost 600 entries, an all-time 
record, and prize money also reached a new high. For the second suc¬ 
cessive year we must regretfully record a contestant fatality. Willie Little 
Bear, of Cardston, suffered fatal injuries while competing in the Novice 
Bronc Riding event. The Company has contributed $5,000.00 to a fund 
which will be administered by the Department of Indian Affairs for the 
welfare of his family. 

Horse racing in Calgary was featured by the inaugural running on 
September 2nd of the Stampede Futurity Stakes. The purse of $8,000.00 
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added was the largest ever offered for a two-year-old race in Western 
Canada. The Stampede Futurity luncheon which preceeded the race was 
well attended and enthusiastically received. The Alberta Derby at its new 
distance of 1% miles drew an excellent field and proved to be a most 
interesting contest. We were very happy to have Johnny Longden in 
attendance to present his trophy to the winner. 

Pari mutuel play was down slightly from last year due to a decrease 
at the Fall Meet. Unfortunately two Quinella races had to be cancelled, 
one due to a starting gate failure Stampede Week and one due to track 
conditions on the last day of the season. 

Harness racing returned to Calgary after an absence of many years. 
A 12-day Harness Meet, conducted on our track by the Calgary Trotting 
and Pacing Association on a rental basis, met with moderate success. 

The platform show was produced by the Music Corporation of America 
and the fireworks by Hand Fireworks Company. The Midway was once 
again provided by Royal American Shows and the gross was slightly higher 
than last year. 

During the Exhibition and Stampede the Corral featured World 
Championship Wrestling three evenings, the Hank Snow-Wilf Carter 
Show two evenings and a Square Dance Jamboree on Saturday. Attend¬ 
ance and revenue were reasonably satisfactory. 

Rex Allen, who was our Honoured Guest this year, proved to be an 
excellent choice. He worked untiringly and was warmly received by fans 
of all ages. 

The free attractions presented each afternoon and evening in front of 
the Stampede Corral drew great crowds for every performance. A mix¬ 
ture of high acts and platform attractions provided a well-balanced show. 

Our livestock exhibition was featured this year by the National Jersey 
Show, followed by a successful auction sale of selected Jersey cattle. Our 
livestock stabling and show ring facilities were once again overcrowded 
and steps will have to be taken to deal with this situation until such 
time as further facilities are available. 

Commercial and non-commercial exhibits in the Big Four were of 
good quality and the building continues to attract excellent crowds each 
year. 

Revenue from the Stampede Give-Away Home increased substantially 
and a moderate increase was also recorded in the Kinsmen Car Award. 

An all-time attendance record of 36,875 was established at the Friday 
Morning Children’s Show. This turnout must be attributed to the citizens of 
Calgary who co-operated magnificently in getting the children to the 
grounds despite the lack of bus transportation. Few people believed that 
it would be possible to bring a crowd of this magnitude to the grounds 
without the facilities of the transit system, but the task was accomplished 
efficiently and with a minimum of confusion. Never was the Calgary spirit 
more in evidence than on that morning. 

The crowd at the Saturday Morning Roundup showed a moderate 
increase, as this interesting program continues to grow in popularity. 

The ever popular Indian Village and Indian Parades were again pro¬ 
vided through the co-operation of the Stony, Sarcee and Blackfoot Tribes. 
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The publicity obtained for our activities was once again most gratify¬ 
ing. During the year the Canadian Press Clipping Service furnished us 
with 3,118 clippings from daily newspapers, and in addition to this we 
received valuable publicity from numerous articles in magazines and other 
periodicals. 

Our Farm Youth program in late July and August continues to grow 
in size and popularity. Approximately 500 head of calves and lambs were 
shown and sold and 163 boys and girls attended the Farm Youth Camp. 
This year for the first time our Company sponsored the Southern Alberta 
Finals of the Annual 4-H Public Speaking Competition. In the opinion 
of your Junior Activities Committee and Management this was a most 
worthwhile project and one which should continue to merit our support. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year reached a total of 
1,766,079, breaking by 84,872 the record established last year. Comparative 
figures are as follows :

The Livestock Shows and Sales of the Alberta Cattle, Sheep and Swine 
Breeders’ Associations, which are operated by our staff, all met with 
moderate success. In particular, the Spring Bull Sale showed an increased 
average of approximately $100.00 per head. 

The Spring Horse Sale once again drew an amazingly large entry and 
950 head sold for an average of $177.00. For the first time a purebred 
section was incorporated into the sale, and the selection of quality Arabian, 
Appaloosa, Quarter Horses and Thoroughbreds added greatly to the success 
of the event. After a two-year trial the format of the combined Horse 
Show and Rodeo in October was abandoned due to lack of public support, 
and the traditional Calgary Horse Show was staged in the Stampede 
Corral in May before reasonably satisfactory crowds. The Company again 
participated in or provided facilities for the Seed Fair and Agricultural 
Short Course, the Poultry Show, the Horticultural Show and the Horse 
Shows of the Alberta Light Horse Association and the Arabian Horse 
Show Association. 

The Stampede Corral enjoyed another extremely busy year. During the 
winter months much of the ice time in the building was devoted to minor 
hockey, under an arrangement between our Company and the Calgary 
Buffalo Association for the development of hockey at the Junior and 
Juvenile levels. The Stampeder Hockey Club had a good season, finishing 
in first place in the Western Hockey League although they were eliminated 
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in the first playoff round by the Seattle Totems. Crowds were substan¬ 
tially larger than last season. During the summer months league 
franchises were granted to Los Angeles and San Francisco, while Winnipeg 
and Victoria have discontinued operations. Gus Kyle, Manager-Coach of 
the Stampeders, has resigned. Alf Pike, late of the New York Rangers, 
has assumed the Coaching duties and Lloyd Turner now is acting business 
manager of the Club. 

The highlight of Canada’s Curling Season took place in the Stampede 
Corral this year, when 51,338 persons were in attendance for the Canadian 
Curling Championships. The MacDonald Briar Tankard, emblematic of 
the Championship, was won by the Hec Gervais rink of Edmonton. 

Once again the 24 sheets of curling ice in the Big Four and the six 
sheets in the Arena were insufficient to meet the demand and it would 
appear that the additional sheets now available in the Big Four should 
also operate at near capacity. 

During the summer months 24 new sheets of curling ice were installed 
on the upper floor of the Big Four, thus doubling the capacity of what 
was already the largest curling rink in the world. Other major capital 
projects included the following:— 

1. Construction of two new race barns. 

2. Construction of roof over East Grandstand, including new Eye-In- 
The-Sky and Race Judges’ Stand. 

3. Purchase of property, including 480 acres of deeded land and 
long-term grazing lease on 15,000 acres east of Drumheller. The 
acquisition of this ranch was, in the opinion of your board, im¬ 
perative if the Stampede is to be assured of an adequate supply of 
good bucking stock in the years to come. It has become more and 
more difficult to arrange for pasture of the limited number of 
horses which we already own, a number which your board and your 
Stampede committee feel is insufficient to insure the continued suc¬ 
cess of the Stampede. Steps are now being taken to increase our 
bucking stock holdings and we are also embarking on a long-term 
breeding program which we hope will eventually meet our con¬ 
tinuing need for bucking horses. 

It would obviously be impossible to acknowledge all of those persons 
and groups whose efforts have been responsible for our success. How¬ 
ever, special acknowledgement must be made of the outstanding co-opera¬ 
tion received from the representatives of Press, Radio and Television. We 
must also acknowledge the support received from the Mayor, the Aldermen 
and City Department heads, the officials of the Canadian and Provincial 
Governments, from our own directors, associate directors, committee chair¬ 
men and committee members, the donors of trophies and prizes, the mem¬ 
bers of the Southern Alberta Pioneers’ and Old Timers’ Association, the 
Red Cross and St. John Ambulance Association and our exhibitors, con¬ 
testants and judges. May we also express our thanks to all of the staff 
who by their untiring efforts have contributed greatly to the success 
of our operation. 
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One of our best loved and most respected members passed away this 
year in the person of E. D. Adams. Mr. Adams, an Honorary Life Director 
of our Company, a one time Vice-President and for many years Chairman 
of Finance, was first elected to our board of directors in 1912 and was one 
of the persons who contributed most to the development of the Thorough¬ 
bred Horse industry in this Province. We must also regretfully record the 
passing of D. J. Young, another of our veteran shareholders. Our sincere 
sympathy is extended to their families.

Revenue and Expenditures increased during the year ended September 
30, 1961. A Surplus of $486,213.13 was earned before deducting the cost 
of improvements to the plant and buildings. The Company paid $60,819.47 
in bank interest in this period. The bank loan was $1,170,000.00 as at 
September 30, 1961. 

Improvements charged against Revenue amounted to $439,353.38. 
They include two new Race Horse Barns providing 104 stalls and 16 tack 
rooms, roofing the East Bleacher, purchase of property and equipment and 
other minor additions to the plant. 

Provisions from Revenue totalled $33,099.18. The Reserve for Junior 
Agriculture Activities received $20,099.18 and $10,000.00 was added 
to the reserve for buildings purchased from the City of Calgary. In 
addition $3,000.00 was provided for the Centennial Parade in 1967. 

Not included in these improvements provided from Revenue, an addi¬ 
tional amount was expended on the Big Four Building to put twenty-four 
sheets of ice on the upper floor. An amount of $258,288.30 was added to the 
Capital Cost of this building. 

A total of $697,641.68 was spent to provide better facilities for the 
community which we serve. While these expenditures increased our in¬ 
debtedness, it is felt that the financial position of the Company is strong and 
if future earnings remain on the same level there should be no difficulty 
in meeting our commitments.
